In v iew of the critical imp o rtan ce 
of the Italian situ atio n , it is desirable 
that, ev en a t the risk o f weariso me 
repetition, ev ery American sho u ld un­ 
derstand the p recise n atu re o f the 
Italian claim s to Fiu me an d Dalma­ 
tia. 
So far as an y thin g tan gible an d 
definite can be fo u n d in Italian u tte r­ 
ances o n the su bject, Italy seem s to 
claim the regio n s in q u estio n o n three 
grounds. 
First, they were p ro mised her i n ! 
the 
treaty of 
Lo n do n , made 
with 
Great Britain and Fran ce befo re she 
entered the war. 
Second, they are p rimarily Italian , 
a 
part of 
“ Italia 
Irreden ta,” 
an d 
therefore belong to Italy o n the p rin ­ 
ciple of “self-determin atio n .” 
. 
Third, they are strategically neces­ 
sary for Ita ly ’s safety . 
The first is a 
misrep resen tatio n . 
The trea ty of Lo n do n gav e Fiu me n o t 
to Italy , bu t to Cro atia, o f which it 
forms a geo grap hical p art- That same 
trea ty gav e Italy certain Dalmatian 
islands and p o rts, bu t by n o mean s 
all of the D almatian co ast, an d n o n e 
of the hinterland. 
The second claim also appears to 
be a misrepresentation. A technical 
ca se might be made out for the city 
of Fiume proper, which by official 
count is said to contain about 40,000 
people, of whom 24,000 are Italians. 
But the suburbs, which Italy wants to 
annex along with Fiume. and which 
naturally go with it, are so predomi­ 
nantly Slav that they giv e for the 
entire Fiume district a total o f 100,000 
Slav s to about 30,000 Italians. Dal­ 
matia 
is 
still 
more stro n gly Slav , 
hav ing 600,000 of that race to 18 ,000 
Italians. 
The third argument seem s to carry 
little 
w eight 
because 
Austria-Hun­ 
gary , the 
powerful 
enemy 
against 
whom Italy felt obliged to make her­ 
self secure, is annihilated, and in her 
place are sev eral small, free nations, 
none of which need be feared by Italy 
if she play s fair with them. It is also 
pointed out that there is less reason 
than ev er to fear the Slav s because 
Russia , the grea test Slav nation, is 
pra ctica lly impotent so far as Italy is 
concerned. 
Moreov er, 
Italy has 
al­ 
ready obtained full and free posses­ 
sion of more than all the strategic 
cities, harbors, mountain pa sses and 
land a reas which she declared neces­ 
sary for her sa fety when she entered 
the war.

Serv ice of the Department of Labor.

Orange county , and Santa Ana in particular, is 
in need of additional residences. 
There L a demand 
for ev ery kind of a residence, from the humblest 
of cottages to the best that there L in the city . 
The fact that many are thoroughly conv inced 
hat nothing is to be gained by delating plans for 
building is shown by the awakened activ ities in build­ 
ing lines. Hut, if Santa Ana is to grow this y ear as 
it should grow, many more residences must he built,

The Department of Labor say s that as a result 
of the war there is a building deficiency in the north 
central states in the sum of $1,511,200,000. 
A re­ 
cent 
surv ey of 
building conditions 
in the ‘North 
Atlantic states, made by the same department, placed 
the deficiency in that district at $1,200,000,000. 
This estimate was arriv ed at by m surv ey of the 
building permits issued in the principal cities in each 
state in pre war y ears and during the war.

This deficiency must 1>e made up in addition to 
meeting the normal current needs in ly iq. In v iew 
of this fact the Department of Labor's statement 
that the current y ear L likely to prov e one of ttnpre- 
1 cedented building activ ity seems to be fully justified. 
The latest reports 011 building permits and contract- 
let indicate that building construction work the coun­ 
try ov er rapidly is getting back to pre-war figures. 
The new normal, howev er, will be far ahead of pre­ 
war figures. 
The rapidity with which building and construc­ 
tion work is rev iv ing indicates v ery clearly 
that 
building interests are conv inced there is to be no 
material reduction in construction costs for sev eral 
y ears, if at all.

T he benefits to be derived from the 
annihilation of the squirrel population 
of the county is recognized! by all of 
the farmers, and C. YV. W ardwell, the 
uty county horticultural comm is­ 
sioner in charge of the extermination 
■work , lias had excellent co-operation 
throughout the county. 
The campaigns on the 
Echenique, 
Forster, 
Whiting, 
Oyharzabal 
and 
Moulton ranches in the south end of 
the county are about completed. A 
large area of the O’Neill 
ranch 
has 
been covered. 
Poisoning 
is * being 
done 011 the Irvine, 
B i x b y and Krae- 
nier ranches. 
In this work , poisoned barley has 
been used. 
Occasionally the poison 
crow comes across some tough cus­ 
tom er among ihe squirrels who seems 
to he immune. 
“I watched one of those renegades,” 
said Wardwell, ’ and he took the pois­ 
oned barley iust as fast as he could 
find it. 
I then tried poisoned black ­ 
er e beans, with a s'iff dose of strych­ 
nine in each bean, loiter I found him 
dead." 
On Moulton Ra nc h 
Wardwell has m ade some calcula­ 
tions concerning the work that has 
been done on the L. F. Moulton ranch 
a t El Toro. 
Ou that 
ranch 
22,000 
t e r e s were covered. It took three men 
nineteen days to go over the ground, 
’wenty sack s of poisoned barley were 
scattered. T he men found that a pound 
of barley was. sufficient to scatter at 
thirty holes.

ture. 
Six conventions

planned,

ranged that there will be very little 
conflict between the various sessions 
for those visitors who are interested 
in

than 
one 
of 
these 
con­ 
ventions. 
At this tim e when all the world is 
talking about the league of nations, 
it is very appropriate th at California 
should take the lead in organizing a 
league of w estern states for the pro­ 
tection of the orchards and farm s of 
this state against the introduction of 
injurious insect pests and plant dis­ 
eases. 
Na tura l Ba rrie rs 
The states of the Pacific Coast are 
fortunately situated, in a m easure, ow­ 
ing to the natural barriers formed by 
the ocean on one side and the moun­ 
tains and deserts on the other, prevent­ 
ing the intrusion by natural m eans of 
those pests which are causing such 
great losses in other countries and in 
other states. 
Owing to the presence 
of these natural barriers, the plant 
pests may be brought into the western 
states only by means of some human 
agency . 
It is the purpose of this, the first In­ 
terstate Plant Q uarantine conference, 
to devise a policy of uniform quaran­ 
tines whereby the w estern states may 
gain the fullest possible advantage af­ 
forded by these natural barriers. Gov­ 
ernor Stephens has invited the gover­ 
nors of all the w estern states to send 
representatives to this conference. 
Othe rs Inv ite d 
He also has invited P.ritish Colum­ 
bia, Lower California. Mex ico and the 
territory of Hawaii to be represented.. 
The chairm an of the Federal H orti­ 
cultural Board, C. L. M arlatt. has al­ 
ready signified his intention of attend­ 
ing this conference, and he will tell 
of the quarantine work done by the 
Federal H orticultural Board and ad- 
visevwith the delegates from the w est­ 
ern states in fram ing their policies. 
T he fifty -first F ruit 
G rowers’ 
and 
F a rm e rs’ convention will be attended 
by these 
representatives 
of 
other 
states who will be particularly inter­ 
ested in hearing the discussions on 
m atters of local interest by California 
fruit growers. E very co-operative m ar­ 
keting associ-ation in the state will be 
represented at this convention, and a 
brief talk on their activities will be 
made by each representative. 
Nurs e ry me n 
Me e t 
F or the first time in th e history of 
the organization of the nursery m en of 
California, th at association will meet 
in conjunction with the fruit growers 
and county horticultural commission­ 
ers. 
T he opi>ortunity afforded by the 
convention for the nursery m an, 
who 
grows the trees the fruit grower, who 
buy s the trees, and the county horti­ 
cultural commissioner, 
who inspects 
them while in transit from the nur­ 
sery m an to the fruit grower, is bound 
to result in a better 
mutual 
under­ 
standing than has ex isted in the past. 
The great developm ent of the horticul­ 
tural industry of California has been 
due in no slight degree to the initiative 
display ed by the nursery m en, and it is 
a great step in advance that they will 
convene at the sam e place and during 
the sam e week with the other horticul­ 
tural interests of the state. 
Ve ge ta ble Growe rs 
The vegetable growers, profiting by 
the ex perience of the fruit grow ers in 
standardizing the pack of fruit, 
have 
taken great interest in standardiza­ 
tion of vegetables. A Vegetable Grow­ 
e rs’ conference has been arranged to 
be held at Riverside on Monday and 
Tuesday of H orticultural wreek for the 
purpose of form ulating plans for ap­ 
ply ing the standardization law to the 
packing of vegetables, and for the 
purpose of d ’ecussing uniform rules 
and m ethods for the certification of 
potato seed. 
R epresentatives of other

problems will be present and a very 
interesting program and a fine a ttend ­ 
ance are assured.
